THIRD ANNUAL REPORT. 


At the first organization of the In- 
stitution, It was announced to the pub- 
lic, that a main object of the Society 
is “ not only to provide a sufficiency 
of well prinsed, and accurate editions 
of the Seriptures, but also to procure 
well executed stereotype piates for 
theic cheap and extensive ciffusion,” 
‘This important measure has been pur- 
sued by the Goard with much atten- 
tion; and they have the pieasure of 
sia'ing that the Society vow owa the 
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following sets of plates, and of the 
following descriptions. 


For the whole Bible in the English lan- 
guage. 
Three sets of octavo size, 
One set of duodecimo size in Brevier 
type, and 
Three sets of duodecimo size in 
Minion type. 


For the Scriptures of the New Testament 
in English, 

One set of duodecimo size in Bur- 

eois type. 

In the Jast Report it was mentioned, 
that of the stereotype plates for the 
Bible in the French language, to be 
sent out by the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, only those for the Old 
Testament had then been received. 
The remainder have siace come to 
hand; and the Society, of course, 
have now a complete set of plates for 
the Bible in the French language. 
This must be viewed as at acquisition 
of importance, when it is considered 
how generally this language is spoken 
not ouly in the Canadas, but in the 
southern territories now belonging to, 
or bordering upen, the United States. 

In consequence of representations 
made to the Board as to the prospect 
of intredacing the Scriptures into the 
parts of South Amevica in which the 
Spanish language is spoken, the Board 
have also provided themselves with a 
set of plates of the New Testament in 
Spanish—so that the Socieiy now own 
in the whole, eight sets of stereoytype 
p'ates for the whole Bible, and two sets 
for the Scriptures of the New Testa- 
ment. “ 

One of the sets for the whole Bible, 
of the duodecimo size in Minion type, 
has been sent to Lexington, in the 
state of Kentucky, and placed with 
the Kentucky Bible Society, who com- 
menced in January last to print from 
tan edition of two thousand copies. 
A set of the octavo size is now ready 
to be forwaided to the same Society. 
The others are in the immediate em- 
ployment of the Board. 

As the Board. hz been fur- 
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nished with increased means of muy 
plying the Scriptures, they trust it , 
be found that they have been faithy, 
in the improvement of them to the }.« 
advantage. Of this some judome 
may be formed when it is known tiy 
there have been printed for the Sociey 
during the last year, 47,320 copies, 
the Bible, and 24,000 copies of theX,, 
Testament, which together with y, 
29,500 copies of the Bible printed 
the two former years, makes a toy 
of 100,820. 

These are exclusive of the editig 
of 2,000 copies, by tiis time prints) 
from the plates sent to Lexington; sy 
also of the Bibles in Gaelic, Germgy, 
Welsh, and French, mentioned in thy 
last Report, as amounting to 24%) 
and which have been sufficient to mee 
the demand for the Scriptures in thog 
languages until the present time. Thy 
whole making a total of 105,270 Bibla 
and Testaments, either obtained {« 
circulation by the American B:ble S 
ciety, or issued from its presses during 
the first three years of its existence. 
It is thought proper to add, that the 
present printing establishment is suf 
ficiently extensive to furnish an aver. 
age amount of 100,000 Bibles and 
‘Testaments annually. 

The printing of the Scriptures in 
the Indian language bas, in the mea 
time, been prosecuted as far as cir 
cumstances have permitted. Oue tlow 
sand copies of the Gospel of John lav 
been printed in the Mohawk languages, 
and the same number of copies of the 
Epistles of Johu, in the Delaware 
The Board wait for nothing but 4 
proved versions of the Seriptures in 
these languages, in order to go on a 
furnish the whole or most of the Bi: 
to the Indians in their native diaicc

There is, perhaps, no 
country which has a greater claim 
than this to the attention of the Ame- 
rican Bible Society. Forming a part 
of our own hemisphere, it ts filled with 
a population, the numbers and re- 
sources of which seem to have been 
but lately developed to the other na- 
tions of the world ; and it is now en- 
gaged ina struggle which subjects the 
inhabitants to the evils of a sanguinary 
war. The Board will not fail to em- 
brace every opportunity of furnishing 
them with that Word of Truth which 
both * exalts a nation,” and gives to 
man his best support and consolation 
amidst the horrors of bioodshed and 
civil strife. 

The Missionaries of the United 
Brethren, or Moravians, have many 
years since opened a door for the in- 
troduction of the Scriptures among 
Accord- 
iigiy, 140 copies of the Episties in 
the Delaware tongue were transmitted 
tv the Rev. Mr. Leukenback, in the 
state of Ohio, to be distributed among 
the Indians under his pastoral care, 
and such others as may be within his 
reach. Three hundred copies of the 
Epistles of John were sent to the Rev.

local jealousy, seem to vie with each 
other in hailing the prosperity of the 
American Bible Society as a token 
for good to the whole land. The time 
has now come when they can reap 
every expected advantage from the 
relation they have so fondly cherished.

BAPTIST MISSION TO BURMAB 
From the “ Latter Day Luminary.” 


Fiom Mr. Judson to the Corres ponding 
Secretary of the Bapiist Board © 
Foreign Missions for the U.S. date 
Rangoon, Octuber 9, 1818. 


My last was dated Madras, May %&, 
1818. At that place I remained wait 
ing fora conveyance to Rangoon, up 
til the 20th of July, when I took pas 
sage in an English vessel, at one hur 
dred and sixty-seven rupees. During 
my stay in Madras, | experienced 
great kindness and hospitality in the 
families of the Rev. Mr. ‘Thomson, 
chaplain; and the Rev. Mr..Loveless, 
missionary; and received such proois 
of Christian affection from many dea 
friends, as rendered parting with 
them very painful, though my deter 
tion in Madras had, in other respects, 
been almost insupportable. We ao- 
chored at the mouth of Rangoon river 
on the 20th of August. The vex 
morning, when the pilot came |

Such being their in- 
teresting appearance, we regret more 
ieply to find, that the health ot the 
brethren is so feeble. They have 
both had a slight return of bleeding at 
the lungs, an old complaint to which 
they were subject in America. May 
the Lord graciously restore aad pre- 
serve them | 

A few days afier their arrival, I 
introduced them iato the presence of 
the viceroy. He received us with 
marked attention; which, however, 
must be ascribed to the influence of 
ahandsome present, which went be- 
fore us. Though surrounded with 
many officers, he suspended all busi- 
ness for a time, examined the present, 
and condescended to make several in- 
quiries. On being told, that the new 
teachers desired to take refuge im his 
gory, and remain in Rangoon, be re- 
plied, Let them stay, let them stay; 
and let your wife bring their wives, 
ihat I may see them all. We then 
made our obeisance and retired. 

The examination which brother 
Hough sustained during my absence, 
and the persecution of the Roman 
Catholic padres, have made us feel 
more deeply than ever, the precarious 
situation of this mission, and the ne- 


cessity of proceeding with the utmost 


caution. It was only through the fa- 
Your of the viceroy, that the padres 
were allowed to remain here, when 
they arrived from Ava, under sentence 
of banishment. And itis only through 
his meditation, and the influence of 
large presents made to the king, that 
le order of banishment is reversed, 
i indeed it be reversed, a report not 
yet confirmed. Qne malicious inti- 
mation to the king, would occasion 
our banishment; and banishment, as 
the Burmans tell us, is no small thing, 
~being attended with confiscation of 
“! property, and such various abuses, 
* would make us deem ourselvez 
“éPPy to escape with our lives,

verniwent. But, let us remember, that 
it has been the lot of the greater part 
of mankind to live under a despetic 
government, devoid of all security for 
life or property a single moment. 
Let us remem er, that the Son of God 
chose to become incainate ander the 
most unprincipled and cruel despot 
that ever reigned. And, shall any 
disciple of Christ refuse to do a litile 
service for his Saviour, under a co- 
vernment where his Saviour weuld nor 
have refused to ive and die for his 
soul? God forbid. Yet faith is some- 
times weak—flesh and blood some- 
times repine. QO, for grace to streng! he 
faith, to animate hope, to elevate af- 
fection, toembolden the soul, toenay ¢ 
us to look danger and death tu the 
face; still more, to behold without re- 
pining, those most dear to us, safiering 
fears and pains, which we would gladly 
have redoubled on ourselves, if it 
would exonerate them. 

We feel encouraged by the thought, 
that many of the dear children of Gad 
remember us at the mercy seat. ‘Fo 
vour prayers I desire once more to 
commend myself, the weakest, the 
most ungualified, the most unworthy, 
and the most unsaccessiul of all inis- 
sionaries. 

PAGANISM. 
From the London Methodist Magazine. 


Extract from the Journal of Mr. Car- 
ver, Methodist Missionary in Ceylon. 

April 12, 1817.—Being the first day 
of the keathen new year, many of 
them came to pay their respects to tie 
Europeans; among the rest came tis 
head Brahmin of the heathen temple 
at Nallour. I conversed with hin 
some time, asking many questions, 
which be had learned to auswer by 
his former conversation with ministers. 
He remarked, “ their shasters taug'it 
every thing about the world.” Lask- 
ed, who wrote them? “ Men from 
heaven.” How do you know thatr 
¢ Because it is written iv the shaster.” 
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In what country did these men appear ? 
What time did they remain on earth? 
Did they go back to heaven, or did 
they die? He reytied he could not tell 
ine, and asked if I could answer so 
many questions respecting our shas- 
ter ; being answered in the allirmative, 
I again requested to know, what is the 
reason that you hide your shaster, if 
it tell us about all the world, and 
will noi let it be read, even by your 
own people? Vo which he remarked, 
« Sir, if a man have a stone or a trea- 
sure, will he not lock it up in a box, 
and not show every one? I said, if 
your book were fiom God, and if you 
were men of God, you would put it in- 
to the hands of all men thatthey might 
Jearn to know God also. He was con- 
founded, begged to be excused, that 
he might go, and ¢eparted. 

August lléh. Very early in the 
morning I went to see the grand pro- 
cession of an heathen ceremony at 
Nailour, about three miles from Jafi- 
napatam. Crowds of people from all 
parts filled the road a mile before we 
came to the temple. ‘The gentle open- 
ing morn dispelied the mist, and dis- 
covered to my view a vast concourse 
of people on the plain. The Brah- 
mins were busily engaged arranging 
matiers for the ceremony, while ex- 
pectation sat on every countenance. 
Many of the people had come from 
far to behold the spectacle, and the 
dragging of the car round the temple 
was to close the idolatrous scene. 
Being surrounded by the people ona 
every side, | spoke by an interpreter 
to many of them. At last coming to 
an old inan, the following conversation 
took place. How old are your Nearly 
eighty years of age. What brought 
you hither? [came to worship Swamy.,* 
aud pray to hin to forgive my sins. 
What is Swamy made of ? Gold. Can 
gold hear prayer or forgive sin? You 
know it cannot; you are very old, and 
just stepping into eternity; there you 
will find that Swamy is no God. ‘There 
is none that can forgive sins but Jesus 
Christ; Jesus died for you, none but

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Jesus can save vou. And with nam 
other words f exhorted him, and those 
near him, to enquire after the true Gus

Letter from the Missionaricsat Elliot, to the Cors. 
Secretary of the American Board, dated Elliot, 
Choctaw Nation, April B, 1819. 

Rev. anp pear Sie,—lt is with mingled 

emotions of gratitude aul pleasure, that we 
find ourselves in a situaton to sit down, and 
jointly communicate to you the dealings of 
God with us, since our arival in this heathen 
Jand. Our communicaious heretofore con- 
tained only short notices of particular circum- 
stances It woulda be a satisfaction to us, and 
we dowt not it would gratify the Prudential 
Commttee, if we could tully communicate all 
the eents which have transpired relative to 
this Mission. Our present opportunity will 
adrit of only a briet outline of ‘he most inter- 
estg. As this is our first joint letter, we shall 
e'eavor to give a connected view from the 
rginning. 

Brother Kingsbury, and brother and sister 
Williams, arrived at the Yello Busha seitle- 
ment onthe 2ZithofJune. Considerable time 
was occupied in selecting a situation, which 
would be both su@able to our object and satis- 
factory to the natives. Having taken into 
prayerful consideration the circumstances 
which ougiit to guide us in this decision, and 
having consulted the Ageut and the natives on 
the subject, we were enabled to fix on a site 
for the establishment, which combined as ma- 
ny advaniages as We could expect to find in 
one place. 

About the 15th of August we felled the first 
tree on the ground, which we considered as 
hencetorth consecrated to the cause of Zion’s 
King; and from which we hope to diffuse, 
among this wretched people, the benign intlu- 
ences of civilization and Christianity. 

fhe place was entirely new, and covered 
with lofty trees; but the ancient mounds 
which here and there appeared, showed that 
it was once the habitation of men. On the 
Isth, the brethren Kingsbury and Williams, 
with the help of Mr. Ladd and a Negro man, 
raised our first house of logs. It was 15 feet 
by 18. The weather was oppressively hot, 
and our prospects discouraging. ‘The timber 
for the building, necessary ior our establish- 
ment, was still growing, aud the forest was 
waving over the ground which we wished to 
cultivate. The men, who we expected wouid 
underiake the buildings, declined the con- 
tract ; the season was so far advanced, that we 
had little hope of assistance from the norib, 
and we had a poor prospect of help from this 
country. We had also been intormed, that 
we could obtain supplies by water at any sea- 
son of the year; but now learned, that there 
would be no opportuuity betore winter. We 
«vere almost destitute of mechanical tools, iin- 
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plements of husbandry, and many other, 
portant articles ; having brought only q 4, 
of the most necessary Ones in our Wao. 
through the wilderness. But in this hoy 
diflicuity, we remembered that the Lord bag 
been our helper; and our hope was no y 
vain, that he would again bring relief : 

Ou the 19th of August, a man to whom» 
had written, came and hired to us, aad by 
continued with us most of the time Sines 
The same day heard a report that three or fo» 
persons were at Natchez, on their w ay to ow 
assistance. Assoon as arrangements could 
made, brother Williams set off with four box 
es, by way of the Walnut Hills, to meet thep 
But they had taken the route by the Chocige 
Agency, and on the 23d, to our great joy, by. 
ther J.G. Kanouse arrived at Yellow Buss 
He had parted with his brother, Mrs. Kanoug 
and brother and sister Jewell, about six day: 
journey from the mission, and came forward 
to notivy us of theirapproach. Brother Kings 
bury immediately set out to meet them acd 
conduct them in; and on Saturday, Avgos 
2yth, ail reached the :ission in safety, thous 
much wore down with the fatigue of the jour 
ney. 

On the 30th, brother Williams returns 
having been absent 11 days. He proceed 
about 150 miles on the way to Natches, when 
hearing that the brethren bad taken a differen 
route, he returned. Thus were our heart 
made glad in a way which we had hardly pre 
sumed to hope for. The kind providence of 
God in preserving the lives, and granting = 
great a degree ot health to our brethren and 
sisters, during a long and tatigving journey, 
throng a burning and sickly clime, called 
forth our warmest gratitude. There was 
providence in their arrival at this time, whic: 
as yet was concealed trom our view. 

Sister Williams had enjoyed good healt: 
from our arrival in the country, and been ali 
to do the work of our little family. On the 
7th ot September just eight days after the ar- 
rival ot sisters Jewell and Kanouse, she was 
seized with a billious fever, which in its pro- 
gress brought her to the borders of the grave 
ihe heip ot the other sisters becaine now ne- 
cessary, both to take eare of the sick, and to 
provide for the family. ‘There was no other 
white woman in this part of the country ‘the 
sickness of sister W. continued severe tor sev- 
eral weeks, during which she manifested, i: 
the immediate prospect of death, that submis 
sien and Christian confidence which gave u: 
the highest satistaction. But it pleased the 
Lord, in much mercy, to remove her disor- 
der, and in the month of November she wa: 
restored to usual health. 4 

Brother Peter Kanouse had not enjoyed 
good health for some time before he lett the 
north; and the sea voyage proved very un! 
vourable. When he reached {he mission | 
was ferble; but hoped a little rest would re- 
store his health. He endeavoured to labour. 
but found that the smallest degree of exerci# 
produced an alarming inflamation of the 
lungs.

Chase. Some account of their journey has 
already been communicated. About three 
weeks atter sister Chase arrived she was at- 
tacked by a fever, which for a time assumed an 
alth alarming aspect; but by the kind providence 
bile et God the symptoms soon became favorable,

tion. That we shoulu be affected by the great 
change of climate, was to be expected, espe-

be cially considering our many exposures. Nor

considerable effect on our health.* We feel 
that the hand oi the Lord has been heavily upon 
us, and we hope we have been humbied un- 
der his rebukes. At present, our family enjoy 
better heaith than at any period since Sept.

“a country so great a scarcity of bread-stuff, and of 


‘ome other necessaries of life as at the present 
season. We have never been without a sutfi- 
ciency of corn and beef; but we were obliged 
for a while to dry onr beef in the Indian mode, 
without salt. Brother Kingsbury on his retarn 
from Natchez, packed a horse load of salt 140 
miles, which answered our purpose till the ar- 
rivalof the boat; sinte which time we have 
been comfortably supplied with a!! the neces- 
sarics of lite.

So far as health and strength would permit, 
we have lost no time in getting forward the 
necessary preparations for our school, and we 
have great occasion for thankfulness, that we 
have been able to accomplish so much. 

It ought to be distinetly understood, that 
we have had all the materials to provide for 
the buildings, in the same manner as if the bu- 
siness had been wholly ourown. ‘the Uni- 
ted States’ Agent will refund the whole, or a 
principal part of the expense. we found it ne- 
cessary to adopt this course, as no person in 
this country would contract to build them for 
the sum, which the Exeeutive would feel an- 
thorized to appropriate to this object. 

We have erected seven log dwelling houses 
of the following dimensions ; viz. Two 22 leet 
by 20 each: two 29feet by Is cach; one 16 
by 20; one 15 by IS; and one 12 by 16, For 
five of these the logs are hewn on two sides, 
and the roofs project in beck and trout abouts 
feet, and are supported by posts, in torm ot 
piazzas. These projections are very useful in 
this climate. Besides the above, we have 
erected a mill house, 36 by 30; a stable l4 by 
20; astore house ll by 2U; andtwo other out 
buildings. All these buildings, except one, 
are completed, ‘The miilis on a simple con- 
struction, is turned by oue or tow horses, and 
grinds well. We havea part of the timber 
hewn for our school-house, dinine-room, and 
kitchen, and have sawed by hand about 900 
feet of cyprus poplar boards, tor floors, ac. 

On the plantation we have cleared and fitted 
for the plough about 35 acres of good land, 
which is enclosed with a substantial fence. A 
part of this was covered with heavy timber; 
and the chopping, rolling, and burning of the 
logs has cost much bard labor. In this we have 
been assisted by Choctaws, w hom we havé in- 
red. Several oj them have worked faitifiully 
We have also enclosed a garden and yard toi 
cattle, and have set outa tew apple, quince, 
and plum trees. Considerable labor has been 
spent in cutting roads in diflerent directions, 
and in constructing several small bridges, 
which whre necessary to make the streams 
passable by a wagcon. It should also be no- 
ticed, that we have had to make many ot ou 
tools, and most of our wooden furniture. 

One circumstance, which has greatiy retar- 
ded the progress of our work, has been the dil- 
ficulty of obtaining asuitable team. Our heavy 
hauling required oxen. There are three yoke 
in the neighborhood, belonging to half breeds, 
which are ecasionally borrowed; butas they 
ran in the woods, one or two days were some- 
times spentin finding them. This hindrance 
led us to determine ou purchasing one or two 
yoke, if possible. For this purpose brother 
Jewell took a journey of 160 miles; but retarn- 
ed without accomplishing bis objeet. 

We wish we could intorm you that as much 
has been done to enlighten and save the souls 
of these perishing people, as to make prepara- 
tions forthe instruction of their clildren. But 
alas, as yet we have been able to effect but lit- 
ile towards this most important object, and

ract of a Letter fr om the Rev. Onin 
FowLER, who rerurned lately from a 
mission to Indiana, &e. to the Lrustees 
of the Missionary Society of Cunnec- 
ticut, dated June 3, 1819. 


Since T entered into the service of 
your Society, a period of one year, i 
have travelled four thousand two hun 
dred and twenty-five miles ; preached 
‘wo hundred and thirty-two sermous 5 
visited four hundred families, thirtye 
two sick persons, aud e'ght schools ; 
formed four churches, administered 
the Lord’s supper six times; baptzed 
eighty eight children and adults; and 
received eighty-one persons to the pri- 
vileges of church-membership, inclad- 
ing those formed imto churches; be- 
sides performing a variety of other 
missionary duty. 

In the state of Indiana, there are 
now about 200,000 inhabitants, and 
in the state of Hlinois, about 70,000, 
exclusive of Indians. ‘There ts nota 
Presbyterian ininisver, that has a pas- 
toral charge, in either of these states. 
Two, however, are about to be setued 
in the former. ‘The anxieties of many, 
to receive missionary aid, cannot be 
expressed, but by their tears, aud 
sighs, and groans, aud prayets. In 
several places where I have laboured, 
there has been some special attention 
tu the one thing neediul. 

Now is the time, and the western 
world the region, in which to do goud. 
The harvest is truly great; the fields 
are white, and but few to thrust in the 
sickle. ‘The means of the people are 
scanty; but, according to ther ability, 
they have uniformly treated me wiih 
so much kindness and affection, that 
what I have seen and experienced has 
often affected my heart. ‘The sur- 


prising difficulties they encounter, with 
seeming cheerfulness, as well as the 
distances they travel to hear the word

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preached, are pleasing testimonials of 
the price at which they valve imis- 
sionary efforts. I will mension one 
instance of their kindness and attention 
to me. In the month ot January, 
while I was travelling near the river 
Wabash, my horse fatled, and soon 
died. Shortly afier, 1 went to Vin- 
cennes, to fulfil an appointment, that, 
being one of my places of preaching. 
When it was known that my horse had 
failed, the citizens, unsolicited, within 
three hours, purchased another, for 
$100, and gave it to me, wishing me 
to accept it as a token of ‘heir feelings 
towards me, and the business on which 
] was sent. — 

it, then, there is so great a multitude 


perishing for lack of knowledge; if 


the fields are white, now lor the harvest 
—what shall be done? Shall the 
heralds of the cross settle with them ? 
This, in most cases, is impracticable, 
for the setilers having just arrived, and 
generally without resources, must con:

Many 
Missionaries have left eur country to 
return no more. Their labours and 
their lives are to be devoted to the 
Heathen abroad, wiile thousands are 
perishing for lack of knowledge on our 
own borders. The Aborigines of Ame- 
rica certainly have as (ira claim upon 
our benevolence, as any people under 
Heaven. They appear to be cast by 
the providence of God upon onr care ; 
for who ill extend their regards to 
these poor benighted tribes, if we do 
not?”

SCHOOLS IN AUSTRIA.

This new school has 
subsequently been taken under the 
special protection of Prince Aloisius of 
Lichtenstein.

A French travelier now in Egypt, is 
said to have discovered, at a distance 
of about nine houwis’ journey from the 
Red Sea, an ancient city built in the 
mountains, betwven the 24th and 25th 
degrees of latiude.
